BOYS CAUGHT IN SWIRL 


AND CARRIED TO DEATH 


‘At First It Was Thought Only 
Three Were Drownied—Lit- 
tle Fellow Crying for Chum 
Revealed Extent of iyneeay 


Lawrence, Mass., June 30.—A narrow 
mrooden walk leading over fifteen feet 
of water to:the municipal bathhouse 
in the Merrimac river today gave way 
under the stamping feet of a crowd 
of impatient bovs and at least twelve 
of the little fellows were drowned. 
There may be more bodies in. the 
stream. 

The bevs, ranging from 9 to-15, were 
waiting for W. M. Blythe, the bath- 
house keeper, to open the door. No 
one knew tonight how ‘many there 
were in the party, but It {s thought 
that forty is a conservative estimate. 

The boys were jumping up and down 
when the support sank and the walk 
extension dropped like a trap door, 
rolling the tads inte the water. 

Youngsters Caught in Swirl. 

There is a swift current at this 
point drawn by the falls a quarter of 
@ mile below and the youngsters were 
caught in the swirl. 

Many of them could not swim. Wit- 
nesses on the river bank say that all 
disappeared in a splash, but a moment 
later there was a struggling mass on 
the surface. The stronges one, who 
could swim, struck out for the boat- 
house and a score saved themselves. 
Their cries brought aid and several 
others were pulled ashore, Five uncon- 
scious boys were brought from the 
water, and two of these finally were 
resucitated. Efforts to restore the 
others were futile. 

It was thought at. first that only 
three were drowned and it was not 
until two hours later that the probable 
oss of Iife-cwag realized. 

Missed Chum and Gave Alarm. 

A boy in the crowd of distracted 
persons on short, missing: his chum, set 
up a cry: “I don’t see Roliie. He 
must be drowned.” 

Boats and grappling irons were then 
brought and the river bed was dragged. 
When the work ceased late tonight 
twelve bodies had been recovered. 

Most of the youths were from the 
mill district and. when wotd of the ac- 
cident reached these homes thousands 
crowded the river bank. In the con- 
fusion parents lost track of their chil- 
dren, and fearing they had been in the 
swimming party, besieged the police 
with inquirtes. All the bodies recov- 
ered tonight were’ identified.

WHO WON THE 
WAR OF 1812? 


The celebration of a century of peace be- 
tween the English-speaking nations will be 
celebrated next year. It will be the 100th 
anniversary of the end of the War of 1812. 
Who won this war? The people of the United 
States pride themselves in never having been 
beaten by the British. This is true. And they 
point to the Revolution and to the War of 
1812 with great pride. As to 
they are more than justified, for .bey no 
only made out of the colonies a great land 
but brought Great Britain to our feet ask- 
ing for peace. 

As to the War of 1812, while 
won very many glorious victories, 
of this conflict was 


America 
the end 
an agreement rather 
than a surrender and the question as to 
who won the war cannot be answered. When 
the agents of the respective. governments 
met at Ghent, Belgium, in 1814 to reach an 
agreement for the termination of the war 
there were a number of things to be .von- 
sidered. The English demanded, among oth- 
er things, that America 
of northern. New York -and 
apart a broad tract in the northwest for the 
Indians. The news of the defeat of Prevost 
at Plattsburg and Ross at Baltimore caused 
the British agents to abandon their extrav- 
agant demands. ~ 

But the British were not so thoroughly 
whipped as to yield to the Americans entire 
ly. In fact the treaty, as finally arrangei, 
is more remarkable for what it omitted than 
for what it contained. It was little eise than 
a mutual agreement to stop thy war, as both 
nations were tired of it. Theré was no ces- 
sion of territory by either side and many of 
the questions which caused the stuarti of 
the war were left for future negotiations. 
About the thing that America really

gained was a commercial independence and a 
final separation from European affairs which 
meant so much to our future national de- 
velopment. one . 

Some American hist*rians say the victory 
was ours and some Engtisn nistorians are 
just as positive that it was a 3ritish triumph. 
Opinions varied aiso among our own people 
We had declared war because England re- 
fused to recognize our rights at sea, search- 
ed our ships, and seized our sailurs. <n the 
Peace Treaty not mention was maie wf 
these abuses We were not able to enforce 
upon England,.even though we claimed to 
have conquered her, any promise of ‘ed-7¢ss 
or of discontinuing the wrongs ch 
brought on the war. Judged by the treaty, 
therefore

we failed to gain that for whica 
we had been fighting 

The treaty provided that each of the two 
nations should restore to the other cll the 
property And territory taken during the 
That was all. The war had been a 
most expensive one for us, having cost the 
lives of thirty thousand men and a hundred 
million dollars. Our currency had become so 
lowered as to threaten every business inter- 
est in the country. On both sides thousands 
of merchant vessels had been seized by pri- 
vateers. Our share of this was less than 
England's, but we could less well afford it. 

Our magnificent. capitol at Washington 
had been captured and burned, our president 
had been made a fugitive, our coasts had 
been pillaged and our whole seaboard block- 
aded. In return, the best we had heenable 
to do was to try to defend our Own posses- 
sions, and- we were often unsuccessful at 
that. ) 

Quite another matter was the moral ef- 
fect of the war? We had shown all Europe 
that we still could and would fight. Despite 
the treaty’s omissions we/’had proved to 
England and to all the world, that it was un- 
safe for any nation te tamper ‘with our 
rights or to lay hands on our citizens. [It 
had once more unitéd us into @ compact, in- 
divisible Union. Thus the great loss we suf- 
fered was not without its compensating 
gains. But this question still seems: to re- 
main unanswered: “Who won the War of 
1812” 

We convinced Europe of one thing, and 
that was that a republican form of gover~- 
ment would succeed. In a measure, the United 
States was in contempt: across the Atlantic. 
But when, without a leader, we held our own 
on the land for nearly three years, and more 
than held our own on the sea against the 
greatest naval Power on earth, the whole 
world was astonished. Before this war, the 
United States was never considered a first- 
class Power; since then it has been 
considered anything else.

BUSINESS ABILITY OF FARMERS 


AMPLY DEMONSTRATED IN ITALY 


—————~— 


(Furnished to The Constitution by United 
States Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of 
Florida. ) ; 

Piacenza, Italy, June .21.—(Special.)—A 
$150,000 plant for manufacture of phosphate 
fertilizer, a storage warehouse for distribu- 
tion of farm implements, and a plant for 
manufacture of corn cattle food, all built 
through co-operative effort and financed 
through credit co-operatively obtained, were 
shown to the American commission on agri- 
cultural co-operation here today. 

The manufacture of compressed corn 
cakes was an impressive. demonstration of 
utilization of every asset which is a 
feature of European agricui- 
country about this. city does not 
corn. Cattle is raised, however, 
and corm has to beg bought from other 
districts. In the corn grain there is an oil 
whieh has absolutely no nutritive. value. It 
is a waste. But in Italy the corn is placed 
in hydraulie presses and this oil is squeezed 
The. oil is sold for the manufacture 
and the corn is pressed into cakes, 
distributed among the members 
rative institutions. 
plan has’ been attempted in the United 
States. but was not found commercially 
successful. There is not profit enough in 
the sale of the oil nor in the sale of the 
eorn eakes in competition. with the grain. 
Rut in the enterprise visited by the com- 
mission profit is not considered. So long as 
any saving at all it is sufficient 
reason to adopt the plan, for the entire work 
is carried on upon a co-operative, non-profit 
seeking basis. 

Rock Bottom Prices. 

In the manufacture of the phosphate fer- 
tilizer it is evident that the farmers have 
gotten down to raw material prices at every 
point. Iron oxide is bought and roasted. 
The freed sulphur is employed in the manu- 
facture of sulphuric.acid. The natural phos- 
phatic rock is bought and treated with the 
acid for manufacture of the fertilizer. In 
this way the farmers buy for themselves 
only the raw material and conduct every 
step of the manufacturing process them- 
It ts a large undertaking but it 
succeeded. The produce of the plant 
supplies fertilizer for farms of 115,000 acres 
abat the city. 
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and conduct economically a manufacturing 
business of this size was the most convincing 
lesson of the practicability of agricultural! 
co-operation which the commission has yet 
seen. | 

The enterprise is carried on by the Con- 
sortio Agrari, an association of land-own- 
ers. In this part of Italy the soil is mostly 
owned by large land-owners, and is farmed 
through a tenant system on a share basis. 
Consequently, co-operation, as it would have 
to be practiced in the United States, is not 
to be seen here. The men belonging to the 
association are land-owners and the small 
farmers receive only indirect benefit from 
the co-operative associations without enter- 
ing into their management. In such an en- 
terprise as the one seen by the commission 
in Piacenza it is clearly shown that an asso- 
ciation of farmers or land-owners are capa- 
ble of giving an economical administration 
to a business enterprise. There is no pa- 
ternalism nor leading strings connected with 
the project. It is such a business undertak- 
ing as would be worthy of the best of 
American enterprises. 3 


American Farm Machinery. 


The association has erected a large ware-. 


house for storing farm A ma- 
jority of the machines are of 
manufacture, but the assertion so often 
made in the United States that American 
machines can be bought at lower prices in 
Europe than at home did not seem to be 
borne out by comparisons in prices made by 
the :nembers of the commission with the 
managers of the warehouse, although the 
prices quoted at the warehouse were practi- 
cally wholesale prices, 
sought in the sale of implements to mem- 
bers of the co-operative. institutions. 

Credit for operations of this enterprise 
are obtained through a local co-operative 
bank, but not one of a rural type. It is 
a co-operative-bank organized among the 
small tradesmen of the town as well as the 
farmers, and though much of its business is 
to decentralize credit for the tradesmen and 
so help the smal] dealer, ft pursues the 
policy of granting every possible privilege 
to agricultural enterprise. The notes of the 
agricultural association are discounted and 
also the notes of the farmers themselves on 
purchases made through tne. association 
when guaranteed by the association.
